BRUSSELS, Thursday. — Anti-Leopold Socialist Leader 
Paul Henri Spaak warned the Belgian government in par- 
liament today to compromise on the return of King Leo- 
pold or face “revolution,” as a mounting wave of strikes 
virtually paralysed five major cities. 


An emergency meeting of the 
Beigian Cabinet was called this 
morning to study ghe situation 
arising from the widespread 
strikes and draw up measures to 
ensure the operation of essen- 
tial services, 

Circles close to the govern- 
ment said troops would pro- 
bably be called in to ensure 
supplies of gas and electricity 
to hospitals and domestic users. 

Motor coaches poured into 
the Belgian capital today 
bringing strikers to attend a 
big anti-Leopold demonstration 
planned for tonight in the heart 
of Brussels.

Gov't Accepts 7-Hour 
Night Duty for Nurses 


TEL AVIV, Thursday. — The 
Government has agreed to a 
seven-hour night shift for 
nurses, it was learned here 
today. It also agreed to pay 
el’ nurses half the general 
family allowances, instead of 


full allowances to those work- 
irg only on night shifts, as 
had been originally proposed 
Nurses with five years’ or 
more service in public health 
institutions would work seven 
hours on day shifts during 
the summer months. But the 
Government flatly refused at 
this time to consider the nur- 
ses’ demand for a six-hour 
night shift 

When the nurses’ strike 
ended, a fortnight ago, the 
Histadrut Executive promised 


the nurses to back their de- —¢. im 


mand for a six-hour night 
shift as from January, 1951 
Most members of the Central 
Committee of the Histadrut 
feel they cannot make an is- 
sue on that demand at this 
stage beause of the shortage 
of nurses and the implications 
of such a concession for other 
night-workers in the Govern- 
ment service. 

The Mapam members, how- 


ever, indicated yesterday that

nurses strike. The matter, it 
is now felt in Histadrut cir- 
cles, might thus drift fron 
the economic to the political 
sphere.
